The Union Grants the Manufacturers 
an Extension of Time. 





Eagle Lodge Will Oppose Three Tour System—Believes Two 
Tours Better for the Men—Stationary Firemen Ask 
for Increased Wages—The Whole Subject in 
Abtyance Until After Next Week.

VOLUME OF BUSINESS GOOD. 


As a Rule Mills Are Busy, and in Some Lines Orders Are 
Far Behind—Jobbing Trade Had a Satisfactory 
April Business. 








The tone of the New York market continues rather 
quiet, still from all accounts something more than the 
average volume of business for this season is being done. 
With the manila houses there is a good movement of 
wrappings, caused by the activity in general retail trade. 
In book and writings the jobbing demand cannot be said 
to be lively, still on the other hand severe complaint about 
the dullness of trade is not heard. Most of the dealers 
continue to report that store trade is quiet. The number 
of special orders for paper to be made is evidently quite 
large. But while the jobbers and middlemen are saying 
that the demand is comparatively quiet the mill men, as a 
rule, tell a different story. The latter report a good crop 
of new orders in addition to those on the books and state 
that there is not a pound of their regular stock of paper 
at the mills. The exception to this good report from the 
manufacturers is to be found among the mills making low 
grade manila papers. With the exception of this branch 
of the industry the mill situation of the country is still 
remarkably strong. News paper is reported as scarce and 
firm. In addition to the regular demand the news paper 
manufacturers complain that the publishers all over the 
country are just.now calling for considerably more paper 
than their average contract requirements. Proof of 
this statement that the news situation is serious is to be 
found in the fact that in a few instances paper for some 
of the big daily newspapers has been shipped by express. 
This statement brings out the additional fact that the two 
or three weeks’ stock of paper which the manufacturers 
ars supposed to keep on hand in the cities, in accordance 
with their contracts with the publishers, is not in the ware- 
houses. On the same point it is stated as a fact that the 
stock of book, writings and high grade manilas at the 
mills was never lower. To bring back these stocks to nor- 
mal proportions would, it is admitted, require all summer, 
considering the contract business that must be run off be- 
fore next fall. Prices on the various grade are practically 
unchanged. One large manila manufacturing company 
last week raised its prices one-eighth of a cent on its 
higher grades weighing less than 35 pounds. The advances 
on boards made by the United Box Board and Paper Com- 
pany are noted elsewhere in this issue. 





Massachusetts Mills Busy.

Business among the mills has been good this week and 
manufacturers say that there has been no falling off in 
orders. In most of the mills trade has increased some- 
what over the previous week and there is every indication 
that it will continue to boom for some weeks. 

The American Writing Paper Company reports that 
trade is better with it than last week. 

The Dalton mills are rushed with orders and the L. L. 
Brown Paper Company, at Adams, has plenty of business. 

The demand of the unions for increased pay has not 
materially increased orders for paper, but it is likely that 
there will be some indigations of the way the trade looks 
at the situation this week, as there is a general feeling 
that there will be some advances in wages which must 
necessarily be offset by increased prices of paper.

Prices have remained steady 
despite the dullness, and jobbers are confident that the de- 
pression is only of a temporary character. They see noth- 
ing in the future which tends to discourage them. No 
satisfactory explanation of the lull has been advanced. 

Building papers are being sold as fast as manufactured. 
Prices were never higher than those which are now ruling. 

The present season is expected to be the best which 
manufacturers of this class of goods have experienced in 
many yeers.

The month of April having closed, and the returns for 
the month having been footed up by many of the city deal- 
ers the fact is presented that business during last month 


was very satisfactory. Nor is any complaint being made 


concerning the movement of business at the present time. 
Viewing the paper business as a whole, it can be truthfully 
said that the local jobbing trade has had a very prosperous 
run of business since the first of the year, a continuance 
of the same of previous months. It is not a little surpris- 
ing that the demand for all grades of paper is being so 
evenly maintained right along, and that the tone of the 
market remains as firm as it does. That prices would have 
weakened ere now was generally expected, and yet despite 
expectations founded upon experiences of the past the local 
market has been firm and strong up to the present time, 
with no evidence of lower quotations in sight. Manilas are 
in better demand since the general spring movement in re- 
tail trade circles opened, and the tone of the manila market 
seems a little stronger than in recent past weeks. One fact 
in support of that statement is shown by the action of the 
Hollingsworth & Whitney Company, who, under date of 
April 28, advised the trade of an advance of one-eighth to 
three-eighths of a cent per pound in several grades of their 
paper. Other makers of manilas may feel encouraged to 
do likewise.

Improved Demand in Chicago.

“From the volume of orders and inquiries we are re- 
ceiving,” said one of the leading wholesale paper dealers 
the other day, “I believe that we shall be busy right 
through the summer. There was a brief lull a little while 
ago, but business is coming on again in full volume, and 
there is every reason to believe that we shall be as busy 
this summer, if not busier, than we were last summer, 
which was looked upon as the banner season. It is really 
quite astonishing the way orders and inquiries have been 
coming in for the last ten days. We are usually led to 
expect a period of quietness as the summer approaches, 
but it may be that in these piping days of prosperity 
the old order of things has passed away and that business 
has only the three comparisons of the word busy—busy, 
busier, busiest, instead of dull, worse, worst, as we had 
it ten years or so ago.” 

Another dealer said: “The principal event of the week 
has been the sensational advance in the price of board. 
Otherwise there have been no startling changes. Business 
is keeping to a remarkably good volume, and our force 
has all it can attend to. The prospect is at present that 
the trade will continue during the summer with but slight 
diminution.” 

It is said that the advance in board, including nearly all 
grades of straw and news board, chip board, pulp board, 
&c., was due to the large demand and the inability of mills 
to supply goods for immediate shipment. The scarcity of 
straw where it was most needed has caused the straw 
board mills to fall behind with their orders, so that pres- 
ent orders would hardly be ready before July or there- 
abouts. 

Book papers are in good demand and writings are sell- 
ing largely in the medium and better grades. 

For all flat papers there is a brisk and urgent call. 

The wrapping paper market is in a healthy condition. 
Manilas and fibres are in good demand at current prices, 
which are holding well, with few changes. 

For news paper of all kinds there is a ready market. 
The settlement of the strike in Wisconsin has had much 
to do with easing the situation. Prices remain firm. M.

No Longer at the Head of the Sault Ste. Marie Pulp and 
Paper Company—lIs Simply a Director in the Con- 
solidated Lake Superior Company.

PHILADELPHIA, May 5, 1903.—The executive offices of 


the Sault Ste. Marie Pulp and Paper Company, a subsidi- 
ary company of the Consolidated Lake Superior Com 
pany, as well as of the parent concern, are in process of 
removal from Philadelphia to the Soo. These offices for- 
merly occupied the thirteenth floor of the North American 
Building, but within a few days the suite will be given up, 
and only the transfer office in charge of Vice President

The following are the officers of the pulp and paper 
company: President, Cornelius Shields, president of the

At the transfer office in Philadelphia it was stated today 
that the effectiveness of the sulphite and ground wood 
mills of the Soo company were to be largely increased, 
though there was no immediate intention of increasing the 
size of the mills.

- Dayton, Ohio, May 4, 1903.—An interesting decision 
has been rendered by the Circuit Court in the case of John 
Arpp against the Rockdale Tissue and Wax Paper Com- 
pany. Litigation resulted when the practically new plant 
was offered at forced sale, creditors attempting to manipu- 
late the assets to suit their wishes. The decision was as 
follows: 

“The court is of the opinion that the same decree 
should be entered in this court that was ordered by the 
Court of Common Pleas. The principle that the court be- 
lieves should control is this: The parties had a right to 
and did stipulate that the boilers and paper machine should 
remain as chattel property, and that such an agreement 
was binding as between them; that the mechanics’ liens do 
not stand in the relation of the purchasers, but took any 
said rights the paper company had. The lienors found 
this property chattel property and we cannot try to take 
notice of the mortgages being recognized with notice. 
They could get better title by placing the chattels in the 
building, so as to become a part of the realty. The case 
of Snowden v. Craig, 26 Iowa, 156, we think, is in point, 
and while so able a judge and lawyer as Judge John F. 
Dillon assisted in the case we believe the reasons given by 
the majority are sound and should be followed.”

Drawback on Calender Rolls. 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Wasurncton, D. C., May 5, 1903.—The Treasury De- 
partment has instructed the collector of customs at Boston 
to allow, on the exportation of calender rolls manufac- 
tured by the Textile Finishing Machine Company, of Provi- 
dence, R. I. from imported brown filter paper, a draw- 
back equal in amount to the duty paid on the imported 
material, less the legal deduction of 1 per cent. 

In liquidation, the quantity of brown filter paper, as 
imported, which may be taken as a basis for allowance of 
drawback, may equal the quantity used as declared in the 
drawback entry, provided that it shall not exceed 857 
pounds of the imported paper for each roll of the dimen- 
sions given in the manufacturer’s sworn statement, dated 
February 10 last, and filed with the collector at Boston.

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FOLDED NEWS TO BE SCARCER. 


The Philadelphia Newspapers Have Formed a Combination 
and Will Not Take Back from Newsmen 
Any Unsold Copies, 








[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.) 

PHILADELPHIA, May 5, 1903.—Folded news or overis- 
sues, long scarce in the Philadelphia market, is destined to 
become still scarcer; in fact, to be practically absent after 
May 11. Announcement was made today by all the morn- 
ing newspapers that, beginning with May 11, they would 
not redeem from dealers any unsold copies. 

It is said that the redemption of unsold copies has 
for a long time been a source of heavy expense to the 
newspapers and that many abuses of the privilege have 
grown up. Report has it, for instance, that a small dealer 
in the southern section of the city encouraged children to 
go from house to house collecting old newspapers and that 
these were sold to certain newsdealers, who turned them 
into the newspaper offices for new copies or for cash. One 
of the newspapers in an attempt to lessen the abuse some 
time ago adopted a rule that it would redeem only 10 per 
cent. of unsold copies, but this rule did not bring satisfac- 
tory results. A combination of all the morning news- 
papers was formed recently and the new rule was to have 
gone into effect today, but upon the protest of large dis- 
tributers of newspapers it was postponed until next Mon- 
day. 

The demand for overissues has always been greater than 
the supply. For some time past, however, most of the 
overissues have been sold outside the city, the local con- 
sumers of newspapers having to content themselves with 
old news. What effect the new order of things will have 
is still problematical. E. R. G. 


The United Brethren Publishing House. 
[From OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 
Dayton, Ohio, May 4, 1903.—The annual meeting of the 
board of trustees of the United Brethren Publishing House 
was of greater interest this year than ever owing to the 


$100,000 in the erection of an addition to the plant, the 
purchase of new presses and equipment. The report re- 
veals an increase in the net assets of the house of $27,494.11 
over last year. The usual 10 per cent. was deducted for 
wear and tear of machinery, type, presses, &c., which 
amounted to over $10,000. The gross assets are now $348,- 
795.20, and of this sum all is net except $6,323.88, the only 
indebtedness. The net profits for the year were $39,090.55 
Less than six years ago the house was in debt over $78,000. 
Since that time the entire indebtedness has been paid, as 
well as $30,000 to the church, and besides there is $25,000 
in the fire and building fund. M. V. 


Where Japan Gets Her Paper. 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.] 

WasuHincton, D. C., April 27, 1903.—According to the 
annual report of Consul-General Bellows at Yokohama, 
more than half the fancy glazed paper, match paper and 
packing paper imported into Japan comes from Germany, 
the United States doing very little in these lines. Great 
Britain leads in printing paper, with the United States 
and Austria-Hungary not far behind, the three together 
furnishing more than three-fourths of the entire impor- 
tation. There are eleven paper factories in Japan, and 
they are steadily increasing their output, which last year 
amounted to 103,926,000 pounds; while the total importa- 
tion, which was less than half as much as in 1901, was 
17,359,000 pounds. 

The native factories have formed an alliance to control 
prices, with a view to checking sharp fluctuations. They do 
not produce ornamental paper, but manufacture printing 
paper, boards and wrapping paper. A. F. T.

Newton Falls Was in Danger. 


Watertown, N. Y., May 4, 1903.—The great forest fire 
surrounding the villages of Newtom Falls and Benson 
Mines, on the Carthage and Adirondack branch of the 
Rome, Watertown and Ogdensburg Railroad, which has 
been raging for the past few days, threatening destruction 
to the villages, is at last thought to be under control, so far 
as the immediate vicinity of the villages is concerned. A 
great deal of havoc has already been wrought, however, 
including the destruction of hundreds of acres of timber, 
and Benson Mines and Newton Falls escaped only by a 
hair’s breadth. As it was, a number of houses at Benson 
Mines were burned and the flames crept to the very side- 
walks and porches of the dwellings at the Falls. 

The fire, which had been burning for several days, 
reached its worst stage last Friday, when, fanned by the 
strong wind which blew throughout the day, it surrounded 


the village of Newton Falls and gradually but steadil, 
crept down upon it, notwithstanding the fact that. near], 
every inhabitant of the town, including the employees o 
the mill of the Newton Falls Paper Company, with buck 
ets and water and the Carthage fire department were busy 
fighting it. The most alarming stage was reached at 7 
o'clock last night, when all hope of saving the village wa 
despaired of. The flames and sparks came so near tha 
the sidewalks caught fire and many of them burned to th: 
very doorsteps, and even a number of porches wer: 
burned. A dense smoke filled the place, making it almo 

impossible to breathe, and the people’s eyes were swolle: 
and red from its effects. The situation became so alarm 
ing that many of the women and children and occupant 
of the hotel left town when the evening train arrived an 
remained in the coaches at Benson Mines, where the trai: 
puts up during the night. The wind lulled for a tim: 
during the evening, however, and by the hardest kind « 

work the progress of the flames in the village wa 
stopped. Later in the night there was a slight fall of rair 

and although it was not of sufficient quantity to be of a1 

very materia! benefit, it helped some. 

Down at Benson Mines the fire was also raising hav: 
and during the evening caught in the outskirts of the vil 
lage, destroying seven small dwellings on a side hill in tl 
direction of Newton Falls. 

The fire extends over a large territory of forest lan 
and the smoke and flames could be seen from miles around 
All communication is cut off in the way of telegraph and 
telephone service, the wires and poles being burned down 
and the only method of communication is by the train 
When the passenger train from Watertown reached Ben 
son Mines last evening it was feared that it would be una 
ble to go farther and the engine was unhooked and sent 
ahead to see if the road was clear. It was found that it 
was, and no difficulty was experienced in reaching the 
Falls with the train. 

The Carthage fire department, which remained in New 
ton Falls all night, returned to Carthage the next morning 
reaching there at about 11 o’clock, and danger to the vil 
lages is now regarded as practically over

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MAKING PAPER NAPKINS. 


Methods Used in the Philippines as Described by the Paper 
Trade Journal’s Special Correspondeat—Crude 
Processes—The Results. 


Ista DE Muinpanoa, March 4, £903. 

Among the millions of dozens of paper napkins con- 
sumed in the restaurants, hotels, private dwellings, hos- 
pitals and other places in America, a goodly number is 
imported. The foreigners’ methods of manufacturing 
these paper napkins have proven cheaper and more effec- 
tive in results than in the case of some American mills 
that have undertaken to make paper napkins. Japan, 
China and other countries have manufactured these nap- 
kins for many years and are well accustomed to the most 
approved processes for getting results. In Borneo, Sumatra, 
and in some sections of the Philippine Islands paper nap- 
kins are made. Stock for making the napkins is procured 
from the Gilbert Islands, and also in the Ladrone Islands 
of the Southern Pacific, and is cut amd exported by natives 
just as cocoanut oils and copra are exported to commercial 
centres. The process of making the napkins is interest- 
ing. Wherever bamboo grows the manufacturer finds 
an abundance of stock to work with. The younger 
branches are selected because the fibre is more tender. 
When the bamboo is not more than half a dozen feet high 
the branches are cut off and made up into packages like 
those in Figure I. Here are shown the two sizes: a, the 
large size, and b, the small, in readiness for handling at 
the markets or the paper mills. 


The next process in order is the crushing, and the na- | 


tives do not use much of any apparatus for this purpose. 
In fact, the device for reducing the stalk to a fibre and 
breaking the fibre generally consists of a wooden headed 
mallet. The blows are struck on a wood block. The 
process of decomposition next follows, and consists in 
placing the crushed fibre in a tank built something after 
the plan of that shown in Figure 3. The tank is usually 
started by the natives excavating a hole in the ground, in 
which they build a stone lining. Then the wood tank is 
placed inside. Water is placed wpon the crushed fibre 
and a quantity of lime acid added. After about ome and 
one-half months’ exposure in the tank the material is 
sufficiently decomposed to be removed. It is first thor- 
oughly washed with fresh water. Then it is put through 
precisely the same operation, but im another tank. After 


the second operation the fibre becomes soft and pulpy. 
Next comes the reducing process in stone mortars, such as 
is shown in Figure 4. In fact, the regular rice cleaning 
stone mortars are often utilized for this purpose. The 
stone pestle is sometimes used inside for grinding the con- 
tenf8 of the bowl, but as a rule the operation is conducted 
merely by a process of pulverizing with a handle of stone 
or wood. The fibrous material is thoroughly broken and 
put into a pulp order by this work. 

One very odd operation involves the use of the feet in 
treading down the sheets of pulp. The pulp is removed 





from the bowls and spread over very short legged and 
thick boarded tables or treading stands like that in Figure 
5. The workmen proceed to tread this sheet repeatedly 
until the liquid matter has been driven from it and the 
substance becomes as elastic and soft as possible to get 
it. To get the proper consistency is next in order, and this 
is done in a special mixing tank. The pulp is put into 
this tank and water added in small amounts, until by 
stirring and mixing the required consistency of material 
is obtained. 

The next operation is screening, in which a contrivance 


like that in Figure 6 is used. The screen is usually con- 
structed of wire, pieces of bamboo reduced to proper 
sizes, cords and the like. The screen is securely stretched 
across the centre of the wood box chamber and the stock 
is screened by allowing it to pass through the meshes. 

In Figure 7 is one of the press roll devices employed 
for flattening the sheets of pulp to the desired thinness 
and levelness. The rolls are made of wood, metal and 
stone. All three kinds are in use. The bearings are 
usually in bad order and the work of properly rolling and 
pressing the stock is always hindered. The workmen 
overcome the trouble to some degree by passing the 
sheets through the rolls a series of times, until the proper 
results are secured. In recent years some good finishing 
machinery for paper manufacture has been sent into 
Japan and China, but in the other countries mentioned 
the only sorts are those made by the natives. The natives 
improve the service of the rolls by adjusting leather or 
rubber sheets to the surfaces. The process of drying 
the napkins is presented in Figure 8. Usually two or 
three bamboo poles are set upright in the earth, across 
which is strung some cordage. The napkins are htng 
over these cords for drying. 

A large proportion of the napkins are finished white 
and sent to the markets in that order. Often the natives 
iron each napkin and apply a little grease to get a polish. 
Sometimes a starch-like polish is made, and then a very 
unique finish is obtained. There has been a demand for 
colored napkins, and these are dyed with the native dye- 
ing herbs, roots, minerals and acids, although the importa- 
tion of coloring matters to the islands of the Pacific and 
to Japan and China for this service has increased wonder- 
fully in past years. 

The napkin designers of this part of the world are 
very ingenious in producing appropriate effects in all man- 
ner of figures and flourishes, some of which are very 
unique. The reds, blues and yellows are among the favor- 
ite shades. Scrof work, views of dragons and fantastic 
designs are usually in order. There is nothing so neat 
and plain as the simple white napkin, but many buyers 
prefer to purchase napkins which are elaborately designed. 
The cheapness of the napkins and their neatness make 
them valuable at all times in all countries.

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Imports and Exports. 


On page 581 of this issue of THe Paper Trape JourNAL 
we print the returns of the Treasury Department as to im- 
ports and exports of paper, pulp, &c., for the month of 
March, 1903, and for the nine months ended March 31, 
1903, together with the figures for previous corresponding 
periods in order that comparisons may be made. 

The tendency heretofore noted continues. We have in- 
creased our paper imports, while our exports have re- 
mained almost stationary, and in the matter of pulp we 
have increased our imports and decreased our exports 
very largely. 

In March, 1903, we imported paper to the value of $380,- 
500, and in March, 1902, to the value of $378,605, an in- 
crease of about $2,000 in the month. 
ended March 31, 1902, we imported paper to the value of 
$3,170,327, and in the nine months ended March 31, 1903, 
to the value of $3,530,703, an increase of $360,376. This 
increase was shared by the United Kingdom, Belgium and 
Germany ; the second named increased her sales to us from 
$83,134 to $132,698. France lost, her sales to us being re- 
duced from $302,370 to $287,807. 

In the month of March, 1902, we exported paper to the 
value of $625,579, and in the month of March, 1903, to the 
value of $620,804, a loss of $4,775. In the nine months 
ended March 31, 1902, we exported paper to the value of 
$5,305,824, and in the nine months ended March 31, 1903, 
to the value of $5,312,332, a gain of only $6,508 in the nine 
months’ period, and a loss of $253,053, as compared with 
$5,565,385, the value of the paper exports in the nine 
months’ period ended March 31, 1901. The countries to 
which we shipped the paper in the nine months’ periods 
ended March 31, 1902 and 1903, respectively, are as fol-

It has sent out printed 
copies of the decision, so that no one can successfully 
plead ignorance, accompanying them by a warning that 
both makers and dealers will be held accountable for in- 
fringing boards passing through their hands. More than 
that, they say: “We would be pleased to receive an answer 
to this letter.” In other words, infringers are asked what 
they intend to do in the matter. 


Pine shavings as a paper maker’s raw material appear to be 
attracting a good deal of attention in the South, and the 
latest news is that another mill to use them will soon be 
started in Louisiana on lines similar to those of the mill 
now working at’ Orange, Tex. Experiments with pine 
shavings are not new, but it is only recently that work in 
that line has been along practical lines and on a commercial 
basis. If pine shavings can be used profitably, the new 
departure will be of benefit not only to the paper maker 
but to the pine sawyer as well. ~ 


Paper mills continue to multiply and the machinery men 
now have a list of paber machines under construction as 
long as the moral law. It is noticeable also that the orders 
call for wider machines, one of them being for four 164 
inch Fourdriniers. These last named will be’ the holders 
of the record, at least for a time. Just when the limit of 
width in machine building will be reached is a question, 
but some of the builders believe that it is far from the 
limit at the present time. 


Among the patents this week is one that has for its 
object the production of a paper free from wire marks. 
It is the invention of a Connecticut paper maker and ap- 
plies only to paper made on a Fourdrinier machine. It 
enables one to make a heavy weight Fourdrinier duplex 
paper, while one can also satisfy the whims of his cus- 
tomers to any extent in the matters of colors, having the 
two sides as widely different in coloring as he may wish. 


The natives of the Philippine Islands certainly have the 
germ of the paper making idea in them. Our special cor- 
respondent there has pointed this out in an interesting 
manner in recent letters, and in his latest letter, published 
in this issue, he tells how paper napkins are made in the 
far off American possession. The methods employed are 
rude, but the resfilts are certainly satisfactory. 


F. H. Clergue, the “Cecil Rhodes” of Canada, is no 
longer in control of the Sault Ste. Marie Pulp and Paper 
Company, having been succeeded in his office of president 
and manager. It is not expected because of this, how- 
ever, that Canada will give up her pretension as a paper 
and pulp country. Philadelphia will undoubtedly continue 
to back her up in her pulp campaign. 


It is predicted that “folded news” is to be scarcer, par- 
ticularly in Philadelphia. * The newspapers there have 
formed a combination—a terrible thing for anti-trust pa- 
pers to do—and have decided that hereafter there are to 
be no returns. Newsdealers must pay for and keep the 
papers they buy. Possibly the newsdealers may go into 
the “folded news” business. 





The “Next Week’s Run” department of THe Paper 
TRADE JOURNAL continues to grow, and each week there are 
brought to light sources of supply for special papers that 
are not widely known in the trade. The mills that are 
wise enough to use the department are getting substantial 
benefits from it, as are also the dealérs who are following 
it closely each week. 


Boards are asserting themselves nowadays, and even the 
United Box Board and Paper Compagy has had to admit 
that higher prices should be paid for them.

GEORGE A. CLARK.

George A. Clark, treasurer of the Newton Paper Com- 
pany, of this city, died suddenly at his home on Beech 
street Saturday evening. The end was most sudden, al- 
though Mr. Clark had been ailing with the grip for some 
ten days. He had not been obliged to relinquish his 
duties at the mill and was about nearly as usual. On the 
day of his death he spent considerable time with his fam- 
ily and was apparently in his usual health. He collapsed 
about 6 o’clock and death followed some two and one- 
half hours later, the cause being pronounced by his physi- 
cian as heart failure. 

Mr. Clark was born in Hubbardston, Mass., October 11, 
1847. His parents moved to Bellows Falls, Vt., when he 
was only two years old and he received his education in 
the common schools of that place and at Kimball Union 
Academy at Meriden, N. H. Mr. Clark came to Holyoke 
at the age of eighteen and entered the employ of the 
Franklin Paper Company, where he learned the paper 
making business. 

Upon the formation of the Newton Paper Company in 
1876 he was elected treasurer and has since held that posi- 
tion. He was a man of integrity and had the full con- 
fidence of the directors and stockholders of the company. 
Upon him developed the active management of the con- 
cern, and its success has been largely due to his man- 
agement. He was connected with the Clark Machine 
Company, of Turners Falls; a director in the Home Na- 
tional Bank and a trustee of the People’s Savings Bank, 
a member of the Other Club, of this city, and a member 
and deacon of the Second Congregational Church of 
Holyoke, he being elected to the latter position early in 
1885. Rev. Dr. E. A. Reed, pastor of this church, referred 
touchingly to Mr. Clark at both the morning and evening 
service yesterday. 

Mr. Clark’s first wife, Miss Ellen Dibble, of Westfield, 
Mass., to whom he was married September 10, 1884, died 
April 11, 1891, and by this marriage two sons, John G. 
and George A., Jr., and three daughters, Ruth, Rachel 
and Marion, were born. 

On May 17, 1893, he married Miss Flora Wilson, of 
Holyoke. By this union three sons were born, Robert 
W., Paul W. and Frederick H. He is survived by his 
widow and all the children, and also by one brother, 
James S. Clark, of Westfield, and two sisters, Mrs. Wil- 
liam Mann, of Boston, and Elizabeth Clark, of North- 


ampton, Mass. Ferry. 


Six Go Over the Dam. 

Aucusta, Me., May 4, 1903.—Six employees of the Cush- 
noc Paper Company in this city were carried over the 12 
foot dam of the Edwards Manufacturing Company in a 
boat last Saturday, while they were returning to their work 
from dinner. One of them was drowned. The others were 
rescued by other employees of the paper mill by means of 
floating logs. 

The men have been in the habit of crossing the river 
to their boarding place, and their trips have been hereto 
fore without mishap, but on Saturday the water was un- 
usually high and the current swift, and the boat was car- 
ried over the falls before they were fully aware of their 
danger. 

As the boat struck the waters below the dam five of the 
occupants of the boat jumped into the river and were 
rescued with great difficulty by fellow employees who had 
seen the accident.

The boiler plant of the George R. Dickinson Division of 
the American Writing Paper Company is being rebuilt. 

One of the International Paper Company’s mills at 
Palmer, Saratoga County, was damaged May 5 by fire to 
the extent of $5,000. 

The Mt. Tom Division mill of the American Writing 
Paper Company is getting into good running order now 
after having been changed over to high grade papers. 

Thomas Pearson has resigned as superintendent of the 
mill of the Riverside Fibre and Paper Company, Appleton, 
Wis., and has been succeeded ‘by Thomas E. Foley, of 
Petoskey, Mich. 

Paul Brumfelt, employed by the Wabash Paper Com- 
pany, Wabash, Ill, has been missing since last week, 
and an examination of his accounts as treasurer of 
the Paper Makers’ Union is said to show a shortage of $65. 

The Lafean Paper Mill, York, Pa., which was damaged 
by fire last week, is again in operation. A report has been 
in circulation for the past few days to the effect that a 
peddler fired the mill. An investigation proved that it 
was unfounded. 

Ex-Senator George W. Hodge has sold his paper mill 
property at Rainbow, Conn., to O. A. Miller, of Brockton, 
Mass., who has successfully operated it for the past two 
years. The new proprietor intends to enlarge the mill and 
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increase the working force. The superintendent, John 
Moore, has gone to Washington and Philadelphia on a 
week’s business trip. 


Another chapter was added to the story of the financial 
complication of the White Mountain Paper Company, when 
an attachment for $150,000 on the real estate of the cor- 
poration at Portsmouth, N. H., was made by Sheriff M. 
M. Collis. The action is taken in favor of the Milliken 
Brothers, contractors, and the papers were filed with the 
city clerk. 


The Union Bag and Paper Company of New Jersey 
has filed a corporation report in Boston, as of January 31, 
1903: The report shows: Assets—Real estate, &c., $23,612,- 
693; machinery, $2,465,448; cash and debts receivable, $360,-

Company’s plant at Norwood, N. Y., on April 28, caused 
by a lantern being knocked into the rolls of one of the paper 
machines. The dynamo had been shut off to repair a belt, 
and a lantern hung up, which one of the men working 
around the machine knocked down. Two cars of paper, 
all ready for shipment, waiting for cars to load, were com 
pletely destroyed by water. The front part of the big ma- 
chine and all the front of the mill were badly damaged by 
fire and water. 

The improvements at the West Virginia Pulp and Paper 
Company mills at Luke, Md., which have been under way 
for the past twelve months, are nearing completion and 
part of the new warks is now in operation. Ten new 
water tube type boilers of 600 horse power each have been 
installed. The water is fed into the boilers at a very high 
temperature, economizing fuel, and the boiler house is 
equipped with a 1,000 ton coal bin, to which the coal is 
carried after passing through the crusher, and from which 
bin the coal goes in spouts by gravity to the front of the 
boilers. The boilers are all equipped with automatic 
stokers. A large brick stack, 240 feet high, has been erected 
to furnish a draft for the fires. Adjoining the boiler 
house is the engine house, with two large 1,200 horse 
power engines, each directly connected with an 800 kilo- 
watt alternating current generator. From the generators 
the power is carried to motors in different parts of the 
building. The new buildings are of steel and brick con- 
struction. All the old buildings at this plant are to be 
demolished.

Pulp Guard for Beating Engines—Outerson’s Apparatus fer 
Concealing Wire Marks and Making Duplex Paper 
on a Fourdrinier Machine. 








Hugh A. Hall, of Lawrence, Mass., has been granted 
patent No. 726,424 for a pulp guard for beating engines. 

Fig. 1 shows a portion -of one side of the vat provided 
with a pulp guard embodying this invention. Fig. 2 is a 
cross section on the line x x, Fig. 1, the roll shaft being 
omitted. Fig. 3. is a plan view of the pulp guard shown 
in Fig. 2. Fig. 4 is a vertical section of a beating engine 
provided with pulp guards. Fig. 5 is a side view of a 
beating engine provided with the invention. Figs. 6 and 7 
are views of a modified form of pulp guard embodying 
the invention. 

The vat 1 is provided with the usual beating roll 2, which 
is supported by shaft 3, the outer ends of which are jour- 
naled in bearings 4, said bearings being supported outside 
the vat and being vertically adjustable by any convenient 
and well known means, as shown, e. g., in Fig. 5. Slots 
or recesses a are provided in the sides of the vat, in which 
the shaft 3 is located, said slots being of slightly greater 
width than the diameter of the shaft and of sufficient depth 
to permit vertical movement thereof to the desired extent. 
Base plates 8 are secured to each side of the vat adjacent 
to said slots a, said plates being correspondingly slotted,

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so that they do not overlap any portion of said slots. A 
guide plate 9 is provided for each base plate, each guide 
plate having flanges 10 at each side thereof, which rest on 
and are bolted to the plates 8, thereby forming a rectangu- 
lar shaped passage, which is open at the top and bottom. 
Each plate 9 is also provided with a slot corresponding in 
size and location to the slot a in the side of the vat. A 
flat stop plate 11 is accurately fitted between the flanges 10 
of each guide plate 9 and between the inner side of the 
guide plate and the corresponding base plate 8, said plate

11 being adapted to freely slide therebetween. The middle 
portion of each plate 11 is provided with a semi-circular 


recess in its upper end of slightly larger diameter than the 
shaft 3, and the curved surface of said recess’ is grooved 
to receive a packing 12, of hemp or other spitable material, 
said packing extending slightly above the surface of the 


plate (see Figs. 1, 2 arid 3) and closely fitting about the 


under portion of the shaft 3. A spring 13 is supported on 





a fixed bracket 14, secured to the side of the vat in position 
to engage the lower edge of the plate 11, and thereby act 
to hold said plate constantly in engagement with the under 
portion of the shaft 3 in whatever position said shaft may 
be adjusted in the slots a. The plates 11 when in this 
position completely close the openings in the sides of the 
vat between the shaft and the bottoms of the slots a, and 


+ as said plates 11 are held closely against the base plates 8 


the pulp is prevented from being expelled through said 
slots a. 

A flat spring 14 may obviously be used in place of the 
coiled spring 13, as shown in Fig. 6. 

The above described device will keep the opening below 
the shaft tightly closed for an indefinite period without at- 
tention, as the wear on the iron parts is practically inap- 
preciable and the wear on the packing is taken up by the 
spring. 

MAKING Paper Free From Wire Marks. 

Andrew Outerson, of Windsor Locks, Conn., has been 
granted patent No. on an improved paper making 
machine. 

The object of the invention is to provide a machine 
which will produce a paper which shall be free from the 
markings caused by the wire on which the paper is made. 
The invention has particular reference to paper made on 
Fourdrinier machines, and does not concern itself with pa- 
per made by other processes. Another advantage result- 
ing from the invention is the combination with this ma- 
chine of means for making what is known as a deckle 
edged paper. 

The illustration is a perspective view of part of a ma- 
chine in which the invention is embodied. 

“In carrying out my invention,” says the inventor, “I 
make use of two Fourdrinier machines. The operation of 
these Fourdrinier machines is well known to those familiar 
with this art, the pulp being flooded onto the wire at one

New Australian Tariff. 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.) 

Wasuincton, D. C., May 4, 1903.—The new tariff for 
the Commonwealth of Australia provides that there shall 
be a penalty of $500 paid on the importation of any goods 
which are prohibited by law. 

If any goods enumerated in the tariff are or can be 
classed under two or more headings or descriptions with 
a resulting difference as to duty, then the higher duty 
shall be charged. 

When a duty -is ad valorem, the value shall be taken to 
be the fair market values of the goods in the principal 
markets of the country from which the same were ex- 
ported, with a further addition of 10 per cent. to such 
market value. The value shall be verified at the time of 
entry by the production of the genuine invoice, which 
means the original invoice prepared and issued by the 
seller in the country whence the goods were exported, 
showing the true description of the goods and the actual 
price paid or to be paid for the goods by the purchaser 
without any deductions, or, in the case of goods consigned 
for sale in Australia, it shall mean the original invoice 
prepared and issued by the consignor, showing the true 
description of the goods and the actual money price for 
cash at which such goods were salable in the principal 
markets of the country whence such goods were ex- 
ported at the date of shipment of such goods free on 
board at the port of export in such country, 

In the event that the original invoice cannot conven- 
iently be obtained, then the original invoice prepared by 
the last seller and consignor may be used, but in tha!

end, which is sometimes called the making end of the ma- 
chine, and as it travels toward the other end of the ma- 
chine it is felted and dried so that it is taken off at what 
is called the delivery end of.the machines in a continuous 
sheet. I arrange these machines with their delivery ends 
opposite one another. A denotes one Fourdrinier machine 
of the Harper type and B another; a denotes the ordinary 
Fourdrinier wire of the machine passing about the rolls 
1, 2. A’ denotes the sheet of pulp formed on the wire; 
b denotes the Fourdrinier wire of the machine B passing 
about the rolls 3, 4. B’ denotes the sheet of pulp formed 
on the wire b. The wires travel in the direction indicated 
by the arrows, the roll 2 being the delivery end of the 
machine A, and the roll 3 being the delivery end of the 
machine B. Each machine is provided with the ordinary 
couch rolls 5, 6. The machine A is provided with the 
ordinary felt C which passes over suitable idler rolls and, 
between the roll 2 and the couch roll 5, then between the 
couch roll 5 and the pressure roll 7, back in the direction 
of the arows. As the felt C comes in contact with the 
pulp on the wire, it picks it off from the wire and carries 
it around the couch roll 5, and between it and the pressure 
roll 7. Between the delivery ends of the machines I place 
a conveyor of any kind, as the short endless belt D, 
which travels about the rolls 8, 9. This short endless belt 
takes the pulp from the wire b after it has passed between 
the roll 3 and the couch roll 6, and carried it up as in- 
dicated by the arrows, and delivers it onto the sheet of 
pulp A’, which is carried by the felt C. These two sheets 
then pass between the couch roll 5 and the pressure roll 7 
and are united. It will be seen that by this arrangement 
the wire sides of the two sheets of pulp are laid together, 
and that the finished surfaces will be entirely free from 
any marks of the wire, which are objectionable for many 
reasons. I provide a sprayer E, which dampens the wire 
sides of the sheets before they are joined and insures a 
more perfect union. 


“As, stated I provide in connection with this machine 


means for cutting one of the sheets of pulp as B’ into 
strips with deckle edges. This is done by arranging the 
jets 100 so that they will be projected upon the sheet just 
before it is couched by the rolls 3, 6.

PAPER.—The demand for Manilas with the jobbing 
houses is reported quite good, as general retail trade is 
now active, the buying for the summer season being now 
in progress. Dealers in Book and Writings, on the other 
hand, say that demand is not as strong as it has been. 
These men, however, report a very satisfactory volume of 
business for the past month. Store trade with them has 
been rather light the past two weeks. The falling off in 
the sales of their regular lines of paper has, so they re- 
port, been more than made up by orders for specialties. 
News paper continues strong at the old asking price of 
2\%c. for current business. Slightly lower quotations are 
reported as having been made by some of the smaller mills. 
In regard to quotations in general it can be said that the 
old figures still prevail, motwithstanding the fact that the 
volume of new business being placed with the mills is con- 
siderably less than it was a few months ago. The labor 
question continues as a vital force, helping to sustain 
prices. Something definite on the labor question is ex- 
pected next week, as the convention of the International 
Brotherhood of Paper Makers takes place at Erie on 
Tuesday of next week. But even if there should be no 
united demand for more wages and shorter hours as a 
result of the convention the paper manufacturers predict 
that there will be no drop in prices, as the business now 
on their books, plus the orders that will come in before 
July, will, with the addition of their runs on stock sizes, be 
sufficient to keep all the mills busy until next fall. The 
changes in quotations reported this week are Yc. advance 
on the high grade Manilas under 35 pounds weight made 
by the Hollingsworth & Whitney Company, of Boston, 
Mass., and the advances noted elsewhere, made by the 
United Box Board and Paper Company.
